During  the 
centuries  since  then,  the  story  of 
Our  Lady  is  written  into  our  coun- 
try's geography  and  our  institu- 
tions, as  well  as  in  the  hearts  of 
the  devoted  followers  of  Mary, 
American  Catholics.
